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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


Martow Town DIsTRIcvT. 


Another year has passed and we again present our 
annual report for your inspection. No material difference 
will be noted in our expenditures, by comparing them with 
reports of previous years. 

Schools have been maintained thirty weeks in all except 
two divisions. No. 1 had eleven weeks in the spring, and 
the scholars were conveyed to No. 4 for the remaining 
nineteen weeks. Scarlet fever entering the school obliged 
us to close No. 5 one week earlier than we should other- 
wise have done. 

Conditions arose in one or two instances which made 
a change seem desirable, but our schools on the whole 
have been successful; ranking, we think, above the aver- 
age. Our teachers, with one exception, have been those of 
experience, and that exception proved a success. Some of 
them have had a wide and varied experience, and all have 
labored zealously and conscientiously for the improvement 
of their pupils. 

The greatest hindrance to the prosperity and advance- 
ment of our schools is irregular attendance. The number 
of marks, absent and tardy, are altogether too many. 
While we rejoice at the gain over last year’s record, we 
still think that eleven hundred days of absence, in a town 
of this size, far in excess of what it should be, and we 
urge parents and scholars to codperate and keep future 
registers as free from such marks as possible. Most of the 
responsibility for irregular attendance rests upon the

parents, and it is strange that they cannot realize the 
injury they are doing their children, in allowing them to 
remain away from school when in session, or coming in 
late, disturbing others and losing much valuable time 
themselves, and we again emphatically urge you to make 
an effort to have your children punctual and the attend- 
ance as perfect as possible. We hope that during the 
coming year, every child will strive to be present at every 
session and to be there in season. 

In closing this report we wish to thank the teachers, 
the scholars and the citizens for the kindly courtesy shown 
us during the year.
